David Lloyd George, war-time} 
prime minister, celebrated his 72nd| 


birthday at Bangor, Wales, by 
launching his “new deal’ plan for 
Great Britain.

Distinct Improvement .in 
1935 With Confidence;

At the Sixty-Sixth Apnual Meeting 
of The Royal Bank of Canada, held 
in Montreal, Morris W. Wilson, Presi- 
dent and Managing Director, paid 
tribute to the distinguished service 
rendered to the bank by Sir Herbert 
Holt, who had presided at successive 
Annual Meetings for over a quarter 
of a century, and whose outstanding 
ability and prestige have been im- 
portant factors in the sound and con- 
sistent growth of the bank during his 
regime. 

In commenting on the strong State- 
ment presented to the meeting, Mr. 
Wilson said that it reflected a year of 
operations under distinctly improved 
conditions, both at’ home and abroad. 

Referring to the recent revision of 
the Bank Act.and the Act incorporat- 
ing the Bank of Canada, he stated 
that at the public hearings preceding 
these enactments, the bankers were 
able to justify their administration. 
He warned that the curtailment of 
earning power resulting from restric- 
tions upon interest rates chargeable 
by banks and the withdrawal of note- 
issuing privileges will inevitably re- 
duce the ability of banks to main- 
tain unproductive branches in small 
communities. Banking profits have 
never been excessive, and if an effici- 
ent banking system is to be main- 
tained, there is a point beyond which 
enforced economies to meet falling 
revenues on one hand, and increased 
taxation on the other, cannot safely 
be carried. ? ; 

Referring to taxation, Mr. Wilson 
said:— 

“For every dollar paid in dividends 
last year we paid sixty-seven cents 
to the Canadian tax-gatherer.. This 
does not take into account the income 
tax paid by our shareholders them- 
selves on dividends received from the 
Bank. Surely these figures require no 
comment.” , 

In discussing the improved condi- 
ions in Canada, Mr. Wilson pointed 
out that during the past year manu- 
facturing and employment have ap- 
proximated the levels of 1926; iron 
and steel production, the output -of 
automobiles, textiles and electrical 
energy had increased and the value 
of exports, notably lumber and min- 
erals, had advanced substantially. 
The wheat crop was no larger, but 
fortunately, higher prices prevailed. 
The value of field crops had increased 
over $100,000,000 and the enhanced 
purchasing power of the farmers had 
stimulated trade throughout the coun- 
try. There has been increased de-| 
mand for Canadian mineral products 
abroad and it is anticipated that the 
output of Canadian gold mines will 
exceed $100,000,000, as compared with 
$85.000,000 in 1933. The building boom 
in Great Britain created unprecedent- 
ed demand for Canadian lumber and 
a record volume of shipments has 
been made during the past year. He 
mentioned the importance of the 
tourist trade to Canada, which had 
amounted to over $300,000,000 a year 
and for several years brought more 
money into Canada than our wheat 
exports. 


Newsprint ; 
‘Demand from the United States 
for newsprint has been strong, with 
the result that the output of the 
Canadian mills in 1934 was more than 


the previous year. In fact, it was 
within five per cent. of the peak year 
of 1929. Prices, however, were even 
lower than in 1933 and, despite the 
most rigid economies, operations have 
continued on an unprofitable basis. 


The Railway Situation 


“The railway situation continues to 
be the most important economics 


Canadian people cannot stand in- 
definitely a weekly drain of over $1,- 
000,000 for railway deficits, and the 
time is rapidly approaching when 
more drastic ‘and effective action will 
have to be taken if we are to main- 
tain national credit and solvency.” 

Referring ‘to world ~ affairs, the 
President said that in spite of tense 
political situations during the past 
year, business has continued to im- 
prove. Production in Great Britain 
and several other countries was 
greater than in 1928. 

‘Tt. is only in the countries of the 
gold bloc where business has be- 
come materially worse during the 
year. World trade, however, must be 
released from the multitude of new 
restrictions which were among. the 
worst products of the depression, if it 
is to regain healthy vigor. Excessive 
economic nationalism has proved a 

erous boomerang, striking down 
home industries as well as those of 
foreign countries. I believe that the 
pendulum of opinion has begun to 
swing toward better economic rela- 
tionships between, countries, and I 
look upon this new attitude as a 
happy augury of further favourable 
developments during the coming year,

Increasing attention must be 
given to measures which will provide 
for a freer and more even flow in the 
exchange of goods and services. In- 
sofar as the ‘New Deal” tn the United 
States, or economic experiments’ in 
other parts of the world, may provide 
a workable answer to this problem, 
we should not hesitate to profit by 
that solution, Social and eeconomic 
experiments which fail, however, are 
usually costly and it is prudent and 
wise to “make haste slowly” in chang- 
ing fundamental principles of the ex- 
isting system. = . : 
The Outlook 


“For more than a year and one- 
half there has been a distinct upward 
trend in business activity; improve- 
ment has been general in practically 
all branches of agriculture, industry, 
mining and trade. At the beginning 
of the new year conditions, both at 
home and abroad, favor a continua- 
tion of this upward trend: It is true 
that in Canada there remain a num- 
‘ber of difficult problems for which 
practical solutions are necessary, but 
I believe that the Canadian people 
have the courage and ability to solve 
such problems in a rational manner. 
It is upon the basis of past perform- 
ance that I look forward to 1935 with 
renewed confidence.” 


GENERAL MANAGER'S ADDRESS 


_In his remarks, Mr. S. G. Dobson, 
newly appointed General Manager, 
referred to the ‘very satisfactory na- 
ture of the Annual Report and Bal- 
ance Sheet presented. He said in 
part:— “After several years of de- 
clining figures, due to general condi- 
tions, I am glad to say the trend has 
not only been arrested, but under 
most headings has been reversed, in 
some instances to a substantial de- 


| gree.” . 


In reviewing the Financial State- 
ment, he said:—‘Perhaps the most 
ratifying feature. of. the. Balance 
Sheet is the increase of over $50,000,- 
000 in total deposits by the public. 
The total is now $612,579,458. Cana- 
dian branches contributed $41,000,000 
of this total increase, of which $11,- 
000,000 is in the Savings category. 
It is interesting to note that an in- 
crease in deposits was shown by every 
province in the Dominion. 

“Current loans in Canada show an 
increase for the first time since 1929, 
and are up over $10,000,000. This is 
a significant change, reflecting, as do 
other items in the Balance Sheet, a 
heartening increase in Canadian busi- 
ness activity.” 

Mr. Dobson pointed out that all 
banks in Canada, because of. their 
easy cash position, are looking for de- 
sirable loaning business, and the com- 
paratively small increase under this 
heading reflects a lack of demand for 
loans; rather than a restriction of 
credit. 

' “Profits for the year were $4,398,- 
217 but are not properly comparable 
with published profits for the pre- 
vious year because heretofore they 
_were reported after deducting Pro- 
vincial taxes but before Federal 
taxes. For the sake ‘of uniformity, 
and the fuller information of share- 
holders, both classes of taxes are now 
disclosed in the. published — report. 
Making allowance for the’ resulting 
increase under this heading, profits 
are lower by $268,448, leaving $1,506,- 
804-to be carried forward in Profit & 
Loss Account,.after the usual deduc- 
tions for dividends, taxes, etc. : 

“In keeping with the downward 
trend in interest rates and the resuit- 
ing difficulty in employing funds 
profitably, the banks and most other 
institutions accepting deposits re- 
duced their rates on interest-bearing 
account % of 1% from November 1, 
1934. ‘This has had a beneficial effect 
upon bond ‘prices, and has ‘helped to 
reduce the cost of Dominion and Pro- 
vincial financing.” 

Mr. Dobson made special reference 
to the satisfactory results achieved 
by the branches outside of Canada 
and the valuable assistance they 
have given to exporters in the de- 
velopment of their trade in the coun- 
tries where the bank is represented. 
In conclusion, he said:— 

“On the whole, 1934 may be- re- 
garded as a year of substantial re- 
covery for Canada. While we still 
have many problems to solve, we 
have, I believe, every justification for 
looking: forward with confidence to 
a further improvement in conditions 
during 1935.”

Little Journeys In Science 


* MAGNETISM 


(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


In various countries there is found 
an ore of iron which has the power 
of attracting small bits of iron. 
Pieces of this ore are known as nat- 
ural magnets. The name for this 
particular kind of iron ore was decid- 
ed upon because large quantities were 
found near a town in. Asia Minor 
called Magnesia. The natural mag- 


iron and steel but they alsa. possess 
the power of indicating direction. 
If a piece of steel is stroked by a 
natural magnet it becomes itself a 
magnet. There are, of course, other 
and more convenient ways of mag- 
netizing a piece of steel. Permanent 
steel magnets include the bar mag- 
net, the horseshoe magnet and the 
compass needle. 

If iron filings are scattered over @ 
paper under which is a bar magnet it 
will be found that the iron filings 
arrange themselves in curved lines 
about the shape of the magnet. It 
will be observed that these lines 
curve into the ends or near the ends 
of the magnet.

Pome space surrounding a magnet in 
any part of which the force from the 
magnet can be detected is called its 
magnetic -field. It can be shown 
that the magnetic force is greatest in 
the neighobrhood of the poles. The 
lines of force belonging to a magnet 
are considered to commence at the 
north pole, pass through the sur- 
rounding space, enter at the south 
pole and continue through the mag- 
net from the south to the north pole. 
Thus every line of force is a closed 
curve. . gen ote 
The fact that a compass needle 
points approximately north and south 
(23% degrees east of north) indi- 
cates that the earth is surrounded by 
a huge magnetic field having a south 
pole near the geographical north pole 
and a north pole near the south geo- 
graphical pole because it has been 
agreed upon by scientists that the 
pole which points to the north should 
be called the north seeking pole.

Astronomers Encouraged 
Sun Spots Indicate Period Of Greater 
Solar. Activity... 

Two more large spots appearing on 
the sun’s surface indicate that the 
eleven-year. cycle of solar activity is . 
again commencing, with its accom- 
panying effects on the earth’s radio, 
vegetable growth, lake levels, animal 
fecundity and even business pros- 
perity, according to Dr. Orestes Cald- 
well, vice-chairman of the advisory 
committee of New York’s new Plane- 
tarium at the American Museum of 
Natural History.“ = =——ts—s——™ 

Pointing dut that the sun spots ‘in 
themselves are not portents of earth- 
ly events, Dr. Caldwell, who is editor 
of Electronics, explains. that such 
spots are vast storms in the gases 
making up the sun’s surface. 

The presence of these sun spot 
storms indicates a period of greater 
solar activity, he says, which is 
manifested in increased electromag- 
netic oscillations that reach across 
the 91,000,000 miles to the earth 
causing auroras and upsetting com- — 
munication circuits. 

In turn this increased ionization 
speeds up vegetable and tree growth 
on, the earth, stimulating crops and 
recording itself in the different spac- 
ing of tree rings, stretching back for 
many years. Animal life also ap- 
pears affected, and Dr. Caldwell ex- 
hibits curves comparing the varying 
animal catch of Hudson Bay trappers. 
with the corresponding numbers of 
sun spots for the same years. Al-. 
though the same number of traps 
were set out each year, the catch of 
rabbits, foxes, etc., varied. widely, in- 
dicating great variation in the num- 
ber of animals roaming the woods,.. 
and this variation proved to be close- 
ly linked with the sun spot numbers. 


The export market for frozen poul- 
try. has opened up earlier than in 
1934.

TARIFF BOARD. 
TO INVESTIGATE 
GASOLINE DU 


Ottawa—The tariff board has been 
asked by Minister of Finance E. N. 
Rhodes to investigate the tariff on 
gasoline. The minister’s reference 
‘covers crude petroleum and its 


derivatives. This. inéludes items in|~ 


the tariffschedule from 267 to. 275. 

The reference is accompanied by a 
letter from the acting registrar of 
the co-operative associations of Sas- 
katchewan, which contains a request 
of the executive of the co-operative 
trading associations of that province 
for downward revisions of the rates 


products. 

“The tariff on gasdéline at present 
effective provides for a duty of two 
cents per gallon under. the- British 
preference, 2% intermediate and 2% 
general. .These rates apply on gaso- 
line, . distilled, refined. and purified 
petroleum oils, coal oil and kerosene, 


The letter said, in part: 

“At a conference of co-operative 
associations which met in Regina in 
June, 1934, the merchandising of fuel 
oil, such as gasoline, kerogene, etc., 
was discussed in some detail. The 
fact ‘that a considerable number of 
co-operative trading associations have 
been organized inthis province for 
the purpose of merchandising fuel 
oils on a co-operative basis, is one 
reason why the delegates gave this 
subject their consideration. In addi- 
tion, the prevalence of tractor farm- 
ing over large areas of the province, 
_is-another—reason--why—the—various: 
phases of the oil industry were 
among the most important subjects 
of the agenda of the conference.” 

The letter goes on to state that a 
resolution was approved at the con- 
ference calling for the free entry of 
petroleum products into Canada. It

Justice Makins, in receiving the 
verdict, said he believed the jury had 
given its best consideration.

The militia and naval appropria- 
tions are slightly increased, the total 
this year being $11,252,001 compared 
with $11,108,260 for last fiscal. year. 

In the public works appropriations 
amounting to $13,024,050, public 
buildings in Nova Scotia will be 
erected or repaired to the extent of 
$129,000, while $520,700 will be spent 
in that province for harbors and 
rivers.
